Tononro, April 6.—In the Legialature 
yesterday, on motion of Sir Oliver Mowat, 
the House went into committes on the bill 
respecting Councils of Conciliation and 
Arbitration for settling industrial disputes. 

Mr, Clancy enquired whether the pro 
visions of the bill could be evoked by « 
less number than 10 persons Could olne 
persons in a manofacturing establishiwent 
employing 100 persons ask for such relief 


as the bill proposed to provide 7 

Sir Oliver Mowat roplied that the line 
must be drawn somewhere. Teo was 
thought to bes reasonable Imitation. Any 
nine persons who desired « remedy mnst 
Gnd it outside the bill. 

Regarding » Registrar. 

Seotion 4 roads; The Lieutenant-Gover 
hor is hereby authorized to appoint a suit 
able person to act as registrar of councils 
of conciliation and of bitration for the 
»t of industrial disputes, Such 
all be assigned to such person per 
forming other duties in the service, unless 
and until the duties are #0 onerous as to 
require & soparate appointment, 

Mr, Meredith moved to strike out all the 
words after the word ‘‘service.” Such 
authority as was given io the latter part 
of the section was responsible for all the 
increases in the staff of officials, This 
was the way the thin edge of the wedge 
was introduced. It was proposed this 
should be done by au officialin the public 
service, but afterwards the excuse would 
he made that the work was too onerous, 
another appointment would follow, and 
eventually an expensive department would 
be created. 

Bir Oliver Mowat replied that there was 
no Intention at present to make a separate 
appointment, The Government had al 
the right, if the duties of an officer 
too heavy, to give bim assistance. 
No appointinent bad ever been made that 
Was not absolutely necessary, 

Mr. Clancy said the daties of the regia- 
trar would never beso heavy, but that one 
official could perform the duties uptil the 
appointment of another official gould be 
aanctioned by the House, 

Appointment of Member, 

Sub-section 2 of section 14 reada ; 

Each council (of arbitration) shall con 
sist of three members, oue to be appointed 
by the Lisutenant-Governor on the re 
commendation of the employes, and one 
to be adpointed by him on the recommend- 
ation of the employers 

Mr. Moredith asked ifthe effect of this 
acotion would not be to place the control 
of the council in the hands of the Govera- 
ment. Could the Government refuse to 
consent to any appointment f 

Sir Oliver Mowat said he supposed in 
point of law the Government were not 
compelled to do it, They could not make 
the sppointment unless the resommends- 
tion was made. The idea, however, that 
the Government migh .-m™» to sanction 
an appointment on the .*.mmendation if

Sir Oliver Mowat—I have only to say 
that for twenty years they have taken a 
good deal of stock in It We have been 
very sativfied on this side of the 
Hopes, and the people have been satisfied 
with the Government and have taken 
stock fa thém. 

The clapse requiring the publication of 
the award of the arbitration iu the Ontarlo 
Gazette, as well as the local paper in the

He had a 
stubby gray moustache, black hair tinged 
with gray, and features of Italian caste, 
In his pockets were found a Swiss silver 
watch and match box marked “'F. OC,” 
‘The coroner, who was summoned, decided 
that the case was clearly suicide, and no 
inquest was held. The appearance of the 
man tallied closely with Michael Rossa, 
who is wanted by the authorities for mur- 
dering Anthony Tobena here a week ago.

It is 
believed that many good homes and hearts 
throughout Ontario will be opened to re- 
celve and bless these unfortanate little 
ones. 

To aid the societies in fladin; 
law provides for committees of men and 
women in all the electoral districta.

OUR STROETS AND #08 WALKS 


Inspector Guime Makes a Number of Imy 
poreant Recommendations 

Steeet Inspector Hulme presented his 
eatin ates to the council last oigat. he 
document wasa lengthy, carefully pro~ 
pared and very instructive one. He has 
gone carelully over the ground, and gives 
‘a dotailod statement of tho work ho thinks 
neceasary for this year, As, however, this 
is subject to alteration by the committees 
we will not give details of his recom- 
mendations, Ge asks for $8170, which 
will be divided aa follows: labor $3375, 
stone $1500, material $3205. 
During the paitthree yeara noatly one- 
third of our sidewalks have been newly 
constructed, This year he proposes to 
{ build 4 miles of walk at a cost of $4980. It 
‘the permanent pavement is built this 
year he thinks the ammount for walks can be 
reduced some $900 below last year's 
figures. 
He advised that tile be purchased ia 
Carlota, asa considerable saying can in 
this was be made, 
Ho asks that $40 be granted for a atoel 
drag for te ring up rough roads, 
the fammbiivedda that advertlements 
should be made in the city 
papors calling attention to the by-law 
in reference to boulevards, as many 
of those conatructed last year are daily be- 
ing driven over and ruined, 
The last part of the report dealt with 

a now andimportant matter. It is uni~ 
versally admitted by competent author- 
ities that our Canadian red granite ‘s un- 
surpassed as a road making material, 
showing no porceptible wear aftor being 
subjected to heavy traffic for many years.

To cart this to a barge, bring it to 
the city and crush aod screen it an 
put iton wagons hero would cost about $6 
acord, the same price we now pry for 
limentone cracked by hand, acd the 
granite ts worth at least three times as 
much as the granite. This would occas 


sitate a crusher, which with  eleva- 
tor and screens would cost 
about $1000.

Tononfo, April 11,—Hon, Mr. Gibson 
brought jn the redistribution bill fn the 
Leginlature yestorday, It was introduced 
asa bill respeoting the representation of 
cortain cities in the Legislative Assembly. 

Provisions of the Bill, 

In moving the firet reading Hon. Mr, 
Gibson said the changer proposed in thin 
Dill will be confined to thres oltios of the 
province, namely, Toronto, Hamilton and 
Ottawa, ‘They were all prepared to see an 
additional reprosontative given to tho olty 
of Toronto after the promise made last 
yenr by the Government, accordingly an 
additional member is now proposed to be 
given the city, and the city is to be di 
vided into four constituencies These 
consutnencies are to be known respective 
ly asthe electoral districts of Kagt To 
ronto, North Toronto, South Toronto and 
Weat Toronto,’ 

Ho thonght the proposed divisions wonld 
commend themselves as being very reason 
able geographical divisions, closely ap. 
proaching to equality in the number of

Haviliton's Representation, 

Mr. Gibson said additional representa 
tion for Hamilton was no new request, as 
the subject lad been dismissed and con- 
nidered for a number of years, It would 
be agreed that Hamilton was entitled to an 
additionnl representative, 

It is proposed that there shall be two 
members for the city of Hamilton, and 


! that the city shall be divided into electoral 


divisions to be known as East and West 
Hamilton, and that the division sball be 
ona straight line running through the 
contre of Hewson strest, continued to the 
southern limits of the city. hie division 
of the city will leave about an equal por- 
tion of the business part of the city in 
either of the electoral divisions, and it 
will be a very close approximation to an 
absolutely equal division of the city #o far 
as population is concerned. 

e Ottawa's Representation, 

The only other change proposed to be 
made in the pr@gent representation is in 
regard to the city of Ottawa, and it is pro- 
posed by the present bill that Ottawa shall 
be represoited by two members. The 
electoral district of Ottawa, as provided by 
the bill, shall consist not only of the pres- 
out limits of the city of Ottawa, but will 
include tao incorporated villages and one 
unincorporated village lying adjavent to 
and coterminons with the city, One of 
these is the incorporated village of Ottawa 
East, which has « population of 714, and 
the other is the incorporated village of 
Hintonburgh, with « population of 800. 
Then, there is the thickly populated unin- 
corporated village of Mechanicsville, which 
is also taken in as part of the city of Ot- 
tawa for the purposes of this bill, 

Mr. Meredith asked Mr, Gilson what he 
placed Ottawa's poptlation at. 

Mr, Gibson said the population of Ot 
tawa proper at present, adding to it New 
Edinburgh, Roch@gterville and Stewarton, 
which wave heretofore been taken in as 
part of the oity, according to the last 
census, was 44,154, Then, adding these 
three villages, you get a farther increase 
of 2,014, making a total of 46,168, It will 
be seen thatin the cane of Ottawa, which 
is the smallest of the three cities, the in- 
creaxe is jastifiable on the groand of popn- 
Iation; that even woder the present anit 
and the present number of representatives 

“, Ottuwa wonld be entitled to 
ao additional member, and under the pro- 
posed incresse of representation the city, 
would be ali the more entitled to this in 
crease, 

In conclusion Mr. Gibsou said: ‘ Now, 
Tam sure the announcement which I have 
made to the House will give eutire satisfac 
tion to hon. gentlemen opposite, and I 
think that the Government will be con 
gratulated upon having brought down a 
bill which is calonlated to produce so little 
disturbance in the extsting condition of 
things, [think the Government will be 
congratulated upon having avoided in con 
nection with this measure, anything savor 
ing of gerrymandering or the obtaining of 
an unfair advantage by one political party 
over the other,” 

Mr. Meredith said it was not in accord 
ance with the usual practice of the House 
to discuss # bill on its introduction, but he 
hoped, on an examination of the figures, 
and by the sid of amap of the cities af 
footed, that the hon, gentleman's state: 
menta would be borne out by the facta. 
He had not atthat moment sufficient data 
at hia disposal to be able to come to a 
proper conclusion concerhing the merits of 
the bill, aud would, therefore, have to aus 
pend jodgment until he had had an oppor- 
tanity of examining the map, and of ao 
quainting himself with the other particu 
lara which were necessary to enable him to 
agree with the hon, gentlemen oppouite 
that they had in the year 1804 adopted 
what the Opposition in 1885 declared was 


the best mode of representation for 
Toronto. 
Sir Oliver Mowat, In replying to Mr, 


Meredith's observations, said that the 
Government had been told that if they had 
nocepted Opposition advice in regard to 
minority representation their escutoheon 
had not been tarnished. The system they 
adopted was well worth the experiment 
A good deal of legislation was necessarily 
experiinontal, and the plan adopted at the 
time apoken of was ono that had many ad 
Yourtos. the rernuiont derived no 
vantage from the adoption of the

He 
pointed out that the provisions uf the bill 
applied only to Toronto, Hamilton, Ot- 
tawa and London, In the raral districts 
legislation in this direction was unneces- 
wary, as the deputy returning officera or 
the candidates’ agents were nainted 
with the voters, The bill provided mwa- 
chinery by which a deputy returning 
officer might arrest a personator on the 
spot, or he might be detained while the in 
formation wan being drawn up. 

Messrs. Meredith and Marter considered 
the bill abould be made more general. 

‘The bill was read « second time. 

The Law of Libel, 

Hon. Mr. Harcourt moved the seond 
reading of a bill respecting the law of 
libel, He explained that tho bill provided, 
firstly, for the sacred rights of charactor 
and reputation, and that, secondly, it 
concerned mont nearly the publishers of 
newspapers. Its aim waa to deter the 
bringing of actions of libel against news- 
ener publishers by persons who wore do- 
ng #o for blackmail, or for mere personal 
spite. It limited the time in which an 
aotion could be brought, forced the con- 
solidation of actions, and provided -that 
security for coute may be asked for, It 
also allowed newspaper proprietors to join 
in as parties in the defence the persons 
from whom the information complained of 
wan received. 
Mr. Meredith snpported the measure, 
In his opinion it behooved the members of 
the fourth estate to be fair in their public 
orith 8, and not, as is often the case, 
to invent facts, and then criticize the facts 
so invented. Guttersnipe journalism he 
deprecated. . 
Mr. Stratton aupported the bill, 
Mr. O'Connor would not vote for thé bill 
asitstood. He eaid in the course of his 
speech that Jonrnaliste abused their pri- 
Vileges. 

Mr, Balfour accused the member for 

h Bruce of having libelled the proas 

in the statement made by him, “ that no 
country sheet ran itscolurmns clean,” and 
he called upon bim to withdraw this as- 
sertion. 

Mr, A. F. Wood supported the bill. 

‘The yeas and nays Patty demanded, the 
Honse divided, and the second reading 
was carried by a vote of 45 to 21, 

The How journed. 

House Notes, 

‘These new bills were introduced yester- 
day: By the Hon. Mr. Ross, to amend the 
Act respecting fees to certain officers; by 
Hon. Mr. Gibson, to amend the Regiatry 
Act, and to amend the Ontario Game Pro- 
tection Act, 1893, 

Hon. G, W. Ross’ bill regarding the fees 

paid to certain officials proposes, it would 
appear, to reduce the incomes derived by 
various sourity officials and to increase the 
amounts paid to rmuanicipalitie, At pre- 
sont registrars pay an amount on their 
gross incomes to the municipalities and on 
thelr incomes to the province. Under the 
bill the provinos will receive nothing, but 
Payments on both gross and net incomes 
will be made to the municipalities. 
In the Municipal Law Committee Mr. 
Waters’ bill, @ the abolition of the 
poll'tax, as well as the atatate labor re 
quired from farmers’ sons, was rejected by 
9 votes to 8, 

Mr. Waters’ bill. requiring the payment 

once ® fortnight by township treasurers 
and collectors of money in their possession, 
was concnrred in. 
Mackenzie's bill, in which it it 
sought to rench transient traders, by pro 
viding that a firm commencing business 
after the assessor's annual valuation, shal 
register on the assessment roll, was re 
ceived with approval, A clanse providing 
that auctioneers who practice in town and 
counly must take out a license for each 
place was refused sanction, 

Hon, Mr, Gibson's bill, to amend the 
Registry Act, provides for the registration 
of notices of wale under mortyoge.

The 
oaigin of the fire is unknown, The pro 
perty was insured for $30,000.

These Institut re io Ealet 


5600 Voare Hefore Christ, 


The first real hospital was one sitnated 
at Epidaurus, and dedicated to Asculapius. 
This hospital was in fall working order 
500 years before Christ It conninted 
not only of # general hospital, but of two 
special hospitals in addition, ‘The Temple 
proper contained accommodation for ordin- 
ary or acute cases, and also a hydropathio 
establishment, In separate buildings 
were a lying-in hospital and a chronic 
hospital, and to the latter the aged and in- 
firm, and those believed to be in articulo 
mortis, were admitted. The priests of 
Saturn in Egypt treated people for lansey 
1,600 years before Christ, Thislast factis 
important, because we find thet under 
them lunacy wan considered asa disease 
not to be repressed, but as one to be over- 
come by kivdness and skilled treatment; 
and the temples of Satura combined much 
that is now to be met in many of our beat 
lunatic asylams.

Seldom have the poople of Belleville 
had the privilege of listening to in 
teresting and instructive a lecture as was 
given last evening by Mra. Mountford in

salary advanced to $1,000, The total 


ebarge for expenses for 1893 was $1,468, or 
double what it wasin 1892. He thonght

There were in 1800 11,108 stenm vessels, 
having # tonnage of 12,995,872; in 1893 the 

amber of wtoam vessols bad increased to 
8 and the tonnage to 16,204,418. In 
case there had bewn an increase both 
io nomber and in tonnage, though the in 
orease in the latter was very mach more 
marked than io the former. Of sailing 
vessels there were in 1890 21,190, but in 
1893 10.45% The tonnage at the first 
period w 9,166,279 and in the latier 
8,093,957. This shows large falling off 
in the number of vessels and also a falling 
off in the tonnage, indicating clearly the 
decline in this respect thatis steadily going 
on by the substitution of steam for sail 
Equally noticeable is the substitution of 
steel for wood and iron in the constraction 
of hulls. In 1890 the wood tonnage wad 
7,053,885; iron, 10,517,518; steel, 4,435, 
208. In 1895 the wooden tonnage 
was 6,964,880; ‘ron, 9, 72; nteel, 
7,966,338, It will be seen from the last 
statement that wooden and iron veasole 
are passing ont of use in a decidedly rapid 
manner, while atoel vessels are coming into 
Use with snoh rapidity that there was nearly 
twice the tonnage of them in 1893 that 
there was in 1890.

Up to the age of eighteon I hind lived 
almont continuously ina thriving village in 
New England, where there were no very 
rich and few very poor, and everybody 
who wanted to work was sure 
living. At that time J visited Earope and 
sponta year thore in travel aud study, It 
wasin the great cities of Kogland, Karopey 
and the hovels of tne pensantry that iy 
eyes were firet fully opened to the extent 
and consequences of man's inhumanity to 
man. 

So it was that retariied home, for the 
first time arou to the existence and 
urgency of the social problem, but without 
as yet seeing any way ont, Alshongh |! 
had required the sights of Barope to startle 
me to a vivid realization of the infertio of 
poreens beneath our civilization, my eyes 
having once been opened I had now no 
difficulty in recognizing in America, andl 
even in my own comparatively prosperous 
village, the same conditions in conrse of 
‘eeaive levelopment.

In none of the 

writings of this period did Itouch on the 

social question, but mot the less all the 

while it was in mind, asa probiew not by 

any means given up, how poverty might 
be abolished and the economic equality of 

all citizens of the republic be made as 

much « matter of course as their political 

equality, [had always the purpose, some 

time when I had sofficient leisure, to give 

myself earnestly to the examination of this 

great problem, but meanwhile kept post- 

poning it, giving my time and thoughts to 

easier tasks. 

Possibly I never should have mustered 
ap courage foran undertaking so difficult, 
and indeed #0 presumptuous, but for events 
which gave the problem of life a new and 
more solemn meaning to me. I refer to 
the birth of my children. 

Toonfesa I cannot understand the mental 
operations of good men or women who 
from the moment they are parents do not 
become intenselg interested in the social 
question. That an fomarried man or even 
a man childless though married should 
concern bimaelf little abont the future of w 
racoin which he may argne that be will 
have no personal ke, is conceivable, 
though such indifference is not morally 
edifying. 

From the time their children are born it 
becomes the great problem with parenta 
how to provide for and safeguard their 
future when they themselves shall no 
longer be on earth. To this end thoy pain 
fally spare and save snd plot and plan to 
secure for their Speen tnt the advantages 
that may give them « better chance than 
other men's children in the struggle for 
existence, 

They do this, knowing sadly well the 
while, from ebservation and experience, 
how vain all such safeguards may prove, 
how impossible it is foreven the wisest 
and wealthiest of fathers to make sure that 
the cherished chila he leaves behind may 
not be glad to earn bis bread as « servant 
to the children of his father's servants 
Still the parent toils and saves, feoling 
that this is the best and all he can do for 
his offspring, little thoogh it be But is 
itt Surely a moment's thought will show 
that this is 1 wholly unscientific way of 
going about the work of providing tor the 
fature of one's children.

Many excellent persons, not withont 
sympathy with the ides of » somewhat 
more eqoaal distribution of this world’s 
wealth, have objected to the principle of 
absolute and invariable economio eq 
tinderlying the plan developed in * 
jug Backward.” Many have seemed-to 
think that here wasan arbitrary detelf 
that might just a» well have been modified

Moreover, ander any system proportion 
ing wealth distribujion to industrial per- 
formance, how could women be assured an 
indefeasible equality with men, and their 
yoke of economic dependence upon the 
other #ex, with all its related and implied 
subserviences, be finally broken?

explain its features tnost fully, which was 


manifestly that of presenting everything 
from the point of view of the representa- 
tive of the nineteenth century, 

Thave been frequently asked if I anticl- 
pated any considerable effect from the 
publication of “Lodking Backward,” and 
whether I was not very much surprised at 
the sensation it prodnoed. I cannot say 
that 1 was «rprised. 

When I first undertook to work ont 
the results of «a democratic o;

Toronto, April 17,—-In the Legislature 
yenterday, Sir Oliver Mowat’s bill to en 
able Boards of Trade in cities to appoint

Mr. Clarke (Toronto) withdrew his 
motion for correspondence between the 
Government and the city of Toronto with 
regard to a grant to the Isolation Hospital, 
in view of ite recent declaration on the 
subject by the Provincial Secretary. 

Goods Entrosted to Agents. 

Mr. Barr's bill to regulate the sale of 
goods ontrusted to agents was discussed in 
committes, Tho object of the billis to 
legalize the bartering of goods where the 
mercantile agent isin possession of goods 
with the consent of theowner. Iu the 
Legal Committes, however, on amendmont 
was added stipulating that the agent in 
such cases must be provided with the writ 
ten authority of the manufacturer. This 
was the cause of discusaion, 

Mr. Cleland moved to strike ont the 
amendment made in commitios, pointing 
ort that it would nullify the objects aimed 
at in tho bill. 

Mr. Meredith argued in favor of giving 
protection to the purchaser, and siowe 
thatthe framer of the bill had drawn 
largely from English legislation. The 
amsndment made in committees would 
cause the House to atultify itself 

Hon. Mr, Fraser said remonatrauces 
from manufacturers on all parts ot the 
bill had been received in regard to the 
proposed bill A deputation of manufac- 
torers waited upon the Government and 
were given to understand the bill would 
be opposed. He objevted to any umend 
ments baing made without hearing what 
the manufacturers had to say. The bill 
might very woll be allowed to go over un 
til next session, or at all events allowed to 
stand. 

Mr. Balfour eaid the bill, with the 
amendment made in committes, jnstead of 
giving them bread gave them a stone. 

Dr, Barr ssid=that when the bill was 
before the House last year the complaint 
liad boon made that it did not go far enough, 
and no protest had been heard from the 
wanufacturers at that time. 

Mr. Meredith thonght it would be advis 
able to refer the bill to the Legal Commit 
ain in order to aubatitute the sectiun 
of the English Act dealing with the sub- 
ject mutter they were discussing. He asked 
tor information from the Auorney General 
as to what had become of the ‘Act respect 
ing goods entrasted to agents,” promised 
in the speech from the throne. 

Sir Oliver Mowat replied that the Gov 
ernment had bad such @ bill in prepara 
tion, but they were not able to satiafy 
theniselv to its provisions. Undonpr- 
edly there bad been suffering and hard- 
ship caused to the farmers through ignor 
ance of the fuct that « ta conld not sell 
goods except for cash, ‘The present dis 
sussion would do much to relieve the 
ignorance on the point 
The committee rose and reported pro- 
the order was discharged and the 
sont to the Legal Committes, 

Second Readings, 

Mr. Godwin's bill to amend the High 
School Act, the object of which is to pro- 
vide that portions of High School districts 
proportionately set off by county councils 
shall not be relieved of any rates imposed 
by the issue of debentures, also that fons 
shall not bo deducted from the county 
grant, where such does not excesd the 
amount of Government grant, was read a 
second time.

Mr, Gibson said he wished to add an 
amendment to the bill, making its provi- 
sions apply to all cities, towns and villages 
where there was 4 ovolice magistrate 
Beyond this there would be a difficulty in 
extending the bill it had been urged, 
why not make the bill universally appli: 
oable, but the answer Was that the same 
evil in this reapect did not exist in the 
country as in thecity, Moreover, there 
wore no police magistrates in the roral 
districts, and it would be a hardship to 
bring persons a distance of thirty or forty 
miles for trial. 

Mr. Meredith—Why not have them tried 
before ordinary police magistrates t 

Hon. Mr. Gibson—I don't think an evil 
of this kind should be tried before an or 
dinary police magistrate, 

Mr. Wood (Hastings) said that in the 
county of Hastings a police magistrate 
went out from Belleville to try cases in the 
adjacent villages, The law would be ap- 
plicable in a case of that kind, He would 
much prefor that the police magistrate, 
rather than the ordinary jnstice, shonld 
try cases of this kind 

Mr, Meredith asked if there would be 
avy change, in the present Jaw, either in 
regard to the anount of fine or the right of 
appeal on conylotion by « police magistrate, 

Hon, Mr. Gibson replied in the nega: tixe 

Mr, Moredith replied that since the 
right of appeal was uot takon away, where

Sir John Thompson, in reply to Mr. 4 
Laurie’ id the writ bad been issued for 
an election to All the vacant seat in Glou 
weeks from 


next Tneaday. 

Mr. Kaalbach asked if the 
was aware that, owing to the operation of 
the Norway Spanish treaty, which came 
into offoot the first of this year, Canadian 
exporters of fish were being placed at a 
serious disadvantage in the markets of

won renown, “I am not a hunter by 
nature,” he said on one occasion, “Lam 
a vatoralist. If 1 had been properly train- 
ed asa youth and conld have obtained om- 
ploymont I should have devoted all my life 
to scientific observation, and should havo 
collected specimens instead of slaughtering 
elephants; but I was not trained as o 
naturalist and 1 was shat up to elephant 
hunting as a means of making «living, FT 
made it pe. It was bes and heavy 
work, but it gave me my livelihood.” His 
qualifications for so arduous a career are 
such as fow mencanshow. He possesses a 
constitution of iron. 

For more than twenty years ho has on- 
dured all kinds of hardships under the 
burning African sup, Ho has lived in the 
open through @ long. rainy season without 
‘a tent or a waterproof to cover him or even 
a bammock to reat in. He has hunted 
bare logged and on foot through the bush 
until the shixt, girdle and hat which form- 
od his costume were torn to threads by the 
thorns and his body was covered with in- 
juries. He has probably éaten more putrid 
meat and drank more maddy water than 
apy man living.

noose Marie Berthe 
t Popolar with Legitiontats, 

The announcement of the bethrothal 
of Don Carlos to Princess Maris Berthe 
de Rohan bas been coldly received in 


the circle of the legitimist Frenoh 
nobility who dwell in that aristo- 
cratic Parisian qasrter koown as the 


Faubourg St Germain. Like their an- 
cestors of the epoch of the Restoration 
they are more royaliate than the king him. 
self and they consider that it is « moesalll- 
ance for the head of the royal house of 
Bourbon to ally bimeelf with aoy but a 
royal and reigning family, Don Carlos is 
not only the pretender to the throne of 
Spain; he is also the head of that branch 
at the Bourbons which desceuds in di- 
rect line from Louis XIV., for the male 
line of Louie XV, became extinct on the 

death of the Comte de Chambord, while | 
the Orleans line, the head of which is the 

Comte de Paris, descends from the nee 
d'Orleans, brother of Loule XIV. This 

Iatter monarch, when he placed bis second 

son, Philip, on the Spauish throne, was 

forced, owing to the Peace of Utrecht, to 

exact from him # renunciation for himself 

and his descendants of all possible claim 

to the French crown, So no chance to 

make such a claim arose until the death of 

the Comte de Chambord, when those 

French legitinists who refused to accept 

the Comte de Chambord set up Don 

Jayme, the son of Don Carlos, as « pre- 

tender, and formed « party known as the 

“Blancs d’Expagno,” which has never se- 

cured any following. 

Oharles Marie de los Dolores Jean Isidore 
Joseph Francois Querin Antoine Michel 
Gabriol Raphael Prince de Bourbon Due 
de Madrid, known for short as Don Carlos, 
is now io bie forty-sixth yoar, He is « 
widower. His wife, a princess de Bour- 
von, anda niece of tho Comte de Cham- 
bord, to whom he was married in 1867, 
died in Janury of last year. He has five 
children, the eldest of whom, a daughter, 
ia the wife of Archduke Leopold Salvator 
of Austria He bas but one son, the Doo 
Jayme already referred w, now in his 
twenty-fourth your, 

Since 1869 Don Carlos has been » prom- 
inent figure in Spanish yu o bas 


BON CARLOS DE BOURBON, 
[Pretender to the Spanish throne and betroth- 
ed W Princess Mario Berthe de Rohan.) 
made several armed efforts to establish bis 
righta to the throne of that country, and 
the agitation on his behalf is carried on 
with he fon Bape hb by an organiza. 
tion specially subventioned by him—some- 
thing he is well to do, for he isa man 
of great wealth, having added to bis private 
fortane that of the late Comte de Cham- 
bord, who made him his sole heir, His 
claim to the Spanish throne is genealogi- 
cally well founded. He is the direct mals 
heir of the Spanish line of kings On the 
death of Ferdinand VIL, in 1833, without 
male insus, the succession accord- 
ing to the legitimist theory, to bis brother, 
Charles V. In 1855 the latter renounced 
his rights in favor of his son, Charles VI, 
Count of Montemolin, who was succeeded 
in 1801 by Don Juan, the father df Don 
Carlos, and Don Juan renounced his rights 

in favor of Don Carlon in 1868, 

Meanwhile the throne was ascended in 
1833 by Ferdinand VIL's daughter, Isa- 
bella, grandmother to the present King 
Alfonso XIIL The contention of her 
supporters was that the Salic Inaw—that is 
to say, the law which confined the inberi- 
tance to the throne to males—bas been 
abolished by s decree issued in 1830 by 
Eerdinand VIL; but, on the other hand, 
it {a alleged that he was without the right 
of altering the constitution. 

The contemplated second marriage of 
Don Carlos is not oninfluenced by bis posi- 
tion as # pretender, He bas only one son 
by bin frat wife, and it is said that he is 
anxious to o the succession of his 
branch of the Spanish royal house when a 
favorable occasion may arise. 

The Princess Marle Berthede Rohan, 
upon whom Don Carlos’ choice has fallen, 
does not belong to either of the royal cate 
gories which fill the first two divisions of 
the Almanach de Gotha The Rohans are 
a non-sovereign princely house, althongh 
by desoent they may claim to consort with 
the ruling houses of Earope. They arethe 
descendants of the formor sovereign dukes 
of Brittany, and they enjoy a large oum- 
ber of French titles, including those of the 
Prince de Guemenes, the Prince de Leon, 
the Prince de Sonbise, the Prince de Roohe- 
fort and the Duke de Bouillon. 

For some generations the main branch 
of the family has been settled in Austria, 
where the chief of the honse enjoys the 
title of Highness, and is aon hereditary 
member of the House of Peers, The bride 
of Don Carlos ls a sister of Prince Alvin 
de Rohan, the present head of the honse, 
aud was borne in Teplita in 1860,

Policy of the Crown Lands Depart- 
mont Upheld by the Legislature. 


HON. MR. BRONSON ATTACKED 


The Member for Ottawa Explains to the 
Opposition Why He Has « Seat 
jn the Onbinet-Names of 
the Deceased on the 
Late. 


Vote: 


Tononro, April 20.—Tho following bills 
recelyed their third readings In the Legis 
lature yesterday : 

To make forther provision reapeoting the 
solomnization of marriagos—The Attorney. 
General, To consolidate the debenture 
dobt of the town of Toronto Junction, and 
for other purposes—Dr. Gilmour. To 
consolidate the debt of the town of Port 
Hope and for other purposes—Mr. Catnp- 
bell (Durham). Respecting the law of 
libel—Hon. Mr. Harcourt. 

The Voters’ Lists. 

Hon. Mr. Harcourt moved the House 
into committee on the bill Be ec the 
voters’ lista, which provides for the re- 
moval of the names of dead persons from 
the lists, 


an objectionalfeature of the measure and 
an onjust one, . 

Hon, Mr. Harcourt hold that the present 
system, oven with its imperfections, was 
far better than any ohange under which 
the evila complained of might be intensi- 
fied 

Mr, Balfour agreed with Mr. Meredith's 
remarks, and thonght a syatem of rogistra- 
tlon would remedy thin. 

Hon, Mr. Ross thought aman who moved 
from one place to another just before the 
election onght not to complain at being 
disfragchised. Tho present system was 
far better than the old law, inasmuch as 
{t got rid of the corrapt practices resulting 
from bringing voters Rie a distance, 

Mr. Meredith sald tho hon, gentleman 
was unsoated because his agents paid the 
expenses of persons coming from outside 
the constituency, and therefore he was 

nite able to speak with a knowledge of 
u He did not like to hear the 
hi 


before the election Le did not see why they 
should not be disfranchised. The people 
to whom this would apply more partioular- 
ly were the poorer classes, Why should 
they be disfranchised because of a change 
of residence they were often compelled to 
make? 
Mines and Mining Lands. 


Hon. Mr. Hardy moved the House into 
com mi on the bill regarding mines and 
mining lands. He moved to amend the 
bill by providing that lands hereafter sold 
or leased shall hereafter be exempt from 
royalties up to Jan. 1, 1900, instead of for 
five years only. 

Mr. Conmee moved an amendment to 
abolish royalties on all lands heretofore” 
sold or leased. He wonld li he said, 
to see the abolition of royalties altogether, 

The amendment was agreed to and the 
Dill reported. 

Division Courts Act. 

Hon. Mr. Gibson moved the House into 
eommittes on the bill to amend the Di- 
vision Conrta Act, 

Mr, White moved to add an amendment 
providing for the payment of witness fees 
to defendants who were called to testify in 
their own cases, 

The motion was defeated. 

Mr. White also moved an amendment, 
the effect of which was to abolish im- 
prisonment for dobt, by adding these 
words: In no case, however, shall they 
have or oxercise any greater or other power 
than that in almilor cases a judse of the 
High Court may have or exercise. 

This amendment was also defeated. 

After recess tho bill was further con- 
sidered in committes, and a number of 
amendments mado to the bill was then re- 
ported. 

Local High Court Sittings. 

Sir Oliver Mowat moved the house into 

committes on the bill to provide for local 


1 sittings of the High Court at London and 


Ottawa. 

Mr. Meredith moved an amendment, 
which was lost. Other clauses were passed 
and tho bill waa reported. 

; Timber Resources. 

On the wotion to go into committee of 
considerable disonssion was 
created over a motion of Mr. Miscampbell, 
gondemning the Government in connection 
with the management of the Crown Lands 
Department, 

‘rt. Miseampbell held that the Govern- 
ment abould husband the timber resources 
of the province, one ofthe most valnable 
of ite assota, an argument to show 
the timber wan becoming rapidly exhane- 
tod, he momtiqned that some years ago the 
size of the sawing out was 160 foot, whilat 
to-day it was down to 100 feet to the piece. 

Mr. Conmee followed, contending that 
the value of timber of the province was 
not added to by its being left as it was, 
Ho denied that the timbor resources were 
being exhangted. Not one-tenth of the 
total ia had been ont The fact that 
logs wero of amallor measurement did not 

rove that tho timber was being exhausted, 
Pirough uaing different machinery lum- 
bermen could use logs of small size, 

Mr. Whitoey said thet the Hon, Mr. 
Bronson was improperly a momber of the 
Cabinet, by reason of his being largely 
intereste@&in timber lands. No hon. 
gentleman Who was engaged in trans- 
actions depedding upon: the good will of 
the Gorernment, had aright to a seat in 
that administration. It was contrary to 
tho principles of representative institu: 
tions, He declared himself convinced 
that the pomcion of the member for Ot 
tawa was in dint elolation of the apirit 
of the law providiiig for the independence 
of the members of the Legislature of 
Ontario, 

Hon. Mr, Bronson's Reply. 

Hon. Mr, Bronson defended the Govern- 
ment’s policy with regard to timber. In 
answer to Mr. Whitney's oriticisms, he 
said it was news to him thata man who 
devoted himself to developing the resources 


of the country should be declared unfit to 
bo a representative of the peopla The 
people of Ottawa did not take any such 
view. They knew he was engaged in the 
lumber industry, and at the last election re- 
turned him by a substantial majority. 
The firm with which he was connected had 
never purchased timber limits from the 
Ontario Government; they had always 
tfroma third party.

Right of Examining Witnesses in the 
Pablic Accounts Committee. 


Ortawa, April 20,—On the adoption of | 
the first and second reports of the Public 
Accounts Committee yesterday, Mr. Mulook 
moved in amendment that in accordance 
with the resolution unanimously adopted 
by the Houso in 1891-2, itis desirable that 
any witnesses appearing before the Public 
Acoonnte Commlttes sball be examined 
onder oath or affirmation tonching any 
matters coming before that committes. 
Mr, Mulock took the ground that all wit- 
nesses before the Pablic Accounts Com- 
mittee ought to be placed under the sanc- 
tity of an oath. He said the Government 
Wan attempting to gag the Public Accounts 
Committes, but Mr. Speaker called 
him to order and he withdrew the word 
“gag.” The investigation which the Op- 
position had on hand just now was the 
matter of the Curran bridge, and they 
wanted evidence ander oath in the matter, 

Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper said that 
Mr. Mulock's motion was one thing and his 
speech another, He desired to eee the 


examine under oath, otherwise a regular 
staff of shorthand reporters wonld bo re- 
quired to no purpose, The House of Com- 
mons itself had no such power as was 
asked for the committee, Before a man 
could be sworn by order of the House a 
prima faoia case had to be made out. Why 
should more power be given a committee 
than belonged to the House itself? He 
moved in amendment that the committee 
should be allowed authority to examine 
under oath when it appeared necessary, 

Hon, Mr, Davies said that this would be 
of no use, because the Government major- 
ity on the committees would be continually 
against investigation. 

Mr. Walden did not think that the 
power glyen to the committees in 1891 was 
constitutional. It was period of panic, 
however, and drastio measures were re- 
quired. 

Mr. Davies—Yes, you wore in # panic. 

Sir John Thompson—The panic bas 
changed to the other side of the House 
now.

In none of the 
writings of this period did Itouch on the 
social question, but mot the leas all the 
while it was in mind, ay a probiem not by 
any means given up, how poverty might 
be abolished and the economic equality of 
all citizens of the republic be mado as 
much a matter of course as their political 
equality. Ihad always the purpose, some 
time when I had sufficient leisure, to give 
myself earnestly to the examination of this 
great problem, bnt meanwhile kept post- 
poning it, giving my time and thoughts to 
easier tasks. 

Possibly I never should have mustered 
up courage for an undertaking so difficult, 
and indeed #0 presumptuous, but for events 
which gave the problem of life a new and 
more solemn meating to me, I refer to 
the birth of my children. 

Toonfess I cannot understand the mental 
operations of good men or women who 
from the moment they are parents do not 
become intensely interested in the social 
question. That an unmarried man or even 
aman childless though married shonld 
concern himaelf little about the fature of a 
race in which he may argue that he will 
have no personal stake, is conceivable, 
thongh suob indifference is not morally 
edifying. 

From the time their children are born it | 
becomes the great problem with parents 
how to provide for and safeguard their | 
future when they themselves shall no 
longer be on earth. To this end they pain- 
fully spare and save and plot and plan to 
secure for their offeprin, all the advantages 
that may give them a better chance than 
other men’s children in the stroggle for 
exintence. 

They do this, knowing sadly well the 
while, from ebservation and experience, 
how vain all such safeguards may prove, 
how impossible it is foreven theewisest 
and wealthiest of fathers tomake stire that 
the cherished child he Jeavos behind may 
not be glad to earn bis bread as a servant 
to the children of his father’s servants 
Still the parent toils and saves, feoling 
that thie is the best and all ho aan do for 
his offspring, little though it be. Bat is 
itt Surely a moment's thonght will ahow 
that this is a wholly unscientific way of 
going about the work of providing tor the 
future of one’s children, 

This is the problem of all problema to 
whioh the individualistic method in most 
inapplicable, the problem before all others 
of which the only adequate solution must 
necensarily be s social solution.

their approval, but decide to voice their 
warm spproyal of the tariff as expressed 
by the Finance Minister in Parliament on 
the 5th inst, and that all teas and coffess 
not imported direct from the country of 
goer on & thorough bill of lading ahould 
oe subject to 10 per cent. duty, thereby in- 
creasing direct importation from the 
country of growth and production. 


Coust Blockaded With Ice, 
Hauivax, April 23.—The whole const of 
Nova Scotia, from Canso to the mouth of 
Halifax harbor, is completely blockaded 
with ice. Usually when the ice comes out 
of the Gulf of St. Lawrence it is carried to 
seaand is soon lost, but for two weeks 
almost continuously easterly winds have 
provailed, and all this galt ico has been 
blown on to the ooast and packed up al- 
most solid, Many of the harbors are 
entirely shut off from navigation, and but 
fow steamers have succeeded in getting 
into Halifax during the past few days,

His design 
was adopted, and on April 13, 1818, the 
first flag of the present no Was raised 
over the House of Representatives at Wash

There have been tmany claims for the 
honor, says the New York World, but the 
best aothorities that Capt Reid de- 
signed and proposed the present United 
States tlag. 

To him are also dus the Sandy” Hook 
Lightship, which ho established, and the 
invention and erection of the sigual tele- 
graph at the Battery and the Narrows. 
Capt, Reid also proposed the regulation of 
the pilot bouts of New York. This sug 
gestion of Reid's was adopted, and to-day 
every pilot boat hailing from New York is

OANADIAN LITHRATURD 


Interesting and Iostructive Lecture by 
Dr, Wright, 

On Friday evening De. Wright lectured 
on Canadian Literature in the Y. M, O.A, 
rooms. Mr, J. J. B. Flint. presided aod 
introduced the lecturer with the remark, 
that no one could more ably handle the 
subject of the evening's lecture than Dr, 
Wright, Lhe lecture was delivered in an 
easy colloquial manner and exhibited 
careful preparation and deep thought. 
What is to be said as to the intellectual 
taste of our citizens when on such an 
occasion only a very small audience 
assembled? The growth of literature 
in the old world was traced through its 
stages of development. Originating in 
the misty northlaods ama@ng the snow clad 
mouotains and dark waters; the old Sagas 
singing of their gods, their Thor and 
Woden, awoke the spirit of poetry in the 
breasts of men. The great Homeric 
poems, the Iiliad and the Odyssey, com 
posed before the age of writing, filled the 
Greeks with patriotism aod love for the 
beautiful, and became the Hellenic fount 
from which in all succeeding ayes meno 
drow their inspiration and imagery. 
France, Ireland, Sootland and England 
have national literature. They have the 
age, aod their great storehouses filled 
with the spoils of time, from which to 
procure materials. They are indiy.dual- 
zd and have pational characteristics 
which prove a prolific wonrce of inspiration 
for their literature's, The Scotch songs 
tell of their lofty mountains, silent tarns, 
heathery valleys, limpid brooks, of their 
heroic Wallace and lordly Brace. Ireland 
sings of the wars of her seven Kings, of 
her fairies, of her round towers and 
mysterious lakes. dngland’s ballads tell 
us of the deeds of Nels n, Blake and Well- 
jogton, of Alfred, -Hengiat anc Horaa, 
Saxon, Dano and Norman, France in 
thesoogs of her Obatelard, warbles of 
love, of chivalry, and deeds of high 
emprise in her tournyments in the ‘field 
of the Cloth of Gold," Neither Oanada 
nor the United States havea distinctively 
national literature. Hiawatha sung of 
the plumed Indian, of the Great Spirit, 
but it is said that it is but the echo ot the 
songs of the Sagas ofthe north. From 
our present to our past is buta step and 
we raise the curtain a little and be» 
hold we see the tent and war paint of the 
Indian. Our prose histories dwell upon 
the conflicts of Englandand France for 
dominance upoo this continent; beyond 
this hor literature is old world, We gan! 
trace in our ballads, the martialairs of 
England. Our singers tell of the Nile‘ 
and Trafalgar, We possess no scientific 
metaphysical or theological literature, 
Dr. Wilson, Professor Dawson, belong 
not to us, but the old world, Frechette 
has won, it 1s trus, academical honors, 
and occasionally Roberts, Lampman, 
Fidelis, and Miss Crawfoid have sang of 
parely Canadian subjects, but Sangster 
aod many othors dwell for the most part 
on themes trom the old world, Oratorical 
specinens from Sir John Macdonald and 

Laurier were read, acd a number of beau 

tiful selections from “Later Canadian | 
Poets.’ The De. said the fa ure lies be- | 
fore us with its golden beds of ore almost 

undisturbed waitiog for genius and intel- 

lect to-bring to light the great masses of 

gold.

THE CHEESS MARKET 

There was an advance in the Liv-rpool 
market for cheese last week, but there is 
no change in the markets on this side. 
‘The offerings of new cheese h ve been 
small The market this seascn promises 
to be large.’ Many new factories are be« 
ing erected io different parts of the 
Do ainion, and the indications are that 
the make will be larger than last year's, 
which was the largeatin the history of 
the trade. The English markets are com- 
mented on up to April 7, by the London 
Grocer as follows : “Inquiries for English 
cheese havo been restricted by the limited 
quantities offering, and, in some instances 


the article is so scarce —_ that 
it is difficult to name quotations. 
Cheddar, *supplies of which are 


equal to allreauirements, 1auges ia value 
from G43 to 74s, with loaf at 683 to 70s, 
and lower grades and Somersets down 
to GOs and even 60s; besides Wiltshire 
‘culls’ at 40s to 42; per cwt. Other sorts 
entirely without change. About 10000 
boxes Canadian have arrived here since 
our last report, but the demaad for these, 
as well as States cheese, bas been so con- 
tracted that only light quantities have 
been disposable aod the value of really 
prime quality has ruled mach the same as 
before, vz. firmly at 668 to 583, though 
the outside figure, it must be confessed, is 
hard to obtain. There isa good enquiry 
for low-priced stuff, but next to none is to 
be had 1 the prices mentioned are 52s 
to 5ls.

The Gas Companies Bill, 

Mr, O'Connor's bill, to remove doubts as 
to the assesament of gas pipes aud the 
wires of companies upon the public streste, 
waa considered in coinmittes, 

Mr. O'Connor, in support of the bill, 
stated that it had for years been the belief 
that these companies’ personal property 
Wasexempt from taxation. One judge 
had deolded that they were exempt and 
another that they were not, ao the House 
was in this bill asked to interpret the law. 
Many stockholders had in the past invented 
their money in the stock of these com- 
panies, in the belief that they were ex- 
empt from taxation, and it was fair to 
them thatthey should now be protected 
from loss, He boped that the Houne 
would not be led away by tho socialistic 
theory that property has no rights, 

Mr. Balfour and Mr. Wood (Hastings 
opposed the bill, Mr, Garrow and Mr.

MURDERED BY A PRIEST. 


Father O'Grady, of Oincinnnti, Mille = Olrt 
and Attempts Suicide. : 
Crvcusnatt, O., April 26.—Mary Qil- 
martin, a pretty o! mployed by the 
Palyermacber Galvanic Bell Co,, was 
shot and instantly killed while on her way 
to work. 

The man who committed the murder 
was arrested nd gaye bis name as George 
Reed, aged 30, but letters in bis pockets 
identified him as # Catholio priest named 
Father Dominick O'Grady. Insane jeal- 
onsy of the girland her desire to get rid 
of hie anwelcoma attentions caused the 
tragedy. 

Miss Gilmartin was born and raised in 
Sligo coupty, Ireland. where several of 
hor brotliers were educated for the priest- 
hood. One of the brothers is a professor 
in the College of Maynooth, and the other 
is Fathor M.S. Gilmartin, of Chicago. 
Sho was educated in a convent in Sligo 
county, and there became acquainted with 
the priest who afterwards murdered her. 
Miss Gilmartin came to this country in 
September, and foor months later Father 
O'Grady followed her, The scene of the 
murder was in front of No. 85 Chestnut 
atreot, diagonally across from the home of 
the dead girl In the morning she left 
the house accompanied by an old lady, 
who walked « short distapce with her 
and then returned home, ‘The girl stood 
on & street corner waiting foraoar. Just 
a6 she was about to board the car O'Grady 
followed her. She turned aronnd, got off 
the car and started home, O'Grady over- 
took her on Chestnut street, when he 
stopped her. 

The old lady who accompanied Miss 
Gilmartin to the street car had been in 
the house but » few minutes when she was 
startled by a scream from the street. The 
next mo t there was a rapid snare 
of a revolver, hve shots in all. The peop! 
in the neighborhood rushed from their 
houses and saw the girl lying on the side 
walk gasping ber last. Over ber stood 
Father O'Grady, who was still trying to 
discharge his empty revolver. 

When the murderer was taken tothe 
Central Station $33 in money was found 
on him, then a bundle of letters anda 
small vial coutatuing ® red liquid was 
taken from him. When the vial was laid 
down he quickly grabbed it, drew the 
cork ont with his teeth and swallowed a 
mouthfal of the stuff. Before he could 
repeat the ration the bottle was 
snatched from his hand by the policeman. 
He was locked up in a cell and sent for a 
priest, asying be was going to die and 
wanted to confess, He was hurried off to 
the city hospital in a» patrol wagon and 
pumped ont. 5

Orrawa, April 25.—In Committee of 
Waye and Means yesterday, In discussing 
the tea duties, Hon, Mr, Foster oxplained 
that it was proposed to permit tea and 
green coffee, whon imported direct from 
the country of production to come in free.

lary and fresh imagery, Dr. Talmage pre 
sented the Gospel, ‘The subject of the 
sermon was, ‘‘Fairest of the Fair,” the 
text chosen being Solomon’s Song 5:16; 
—‘'Ho is altogether lovely,” 

The bomen race has during centuries 
been {mproving. For awhile it deflected 
and degenerated, and from whet I can 
réad, for ages the whole tendency was to- 
wards barbarism. But under the ever 
widening and deepening influence of 
Christianity the tendency ie now fn the 
upward direction, Tho physlosl appoar- 
snce of the hutman race is soventy-Ave por 
cent, more attractive than in the aixteenth, 
seventeenth or eighteenth centuries, From 


the plotures on canvae and the faces and 
forms in sculpture of those who wa: n- 
sidered the grand looking mem and attrac- 


tive women of two hundred yoara ago, I 
conclude the superiority of the men and 
women of our time. Such looking people 
of the past centuries as painting and sculp- 
ture have presented as fine specimens of 
beauty and dignity, would be in our time 
considered deformity and repulsivencas 
complete, The fact that many men and 
women in antediluvian times were eight 
and ten feet high tended to make the hu- 
man race obnoxfous rather than winnin 
Such portable mountains of haman fles| 
did not add to the charms of the world, 

But in no climate and in no age did there 
ever appear anyone who, im physical at- 
tractivenoss could be compared to Him 
whom my text celebrates, thousands of 
years before He put. His infantile foot on 
the hill back of Bethlehem. He was and 
{a altogether lovely, ‘The physical appear 
ance of Christ {s, for the most part, un ar 
tletio guess, Some writers declare Him to 
have been a branette or dark complexion- 
ed, and others o blonde or light complex- 
foned’ St Johu of Damancus, writing 
eloyen hundred years ago, aud so mnch 
nearer than ourselves to the time of Christ, 
and henoe with more likelifiood of an ac: 
curate tradition, represents Him with beard 
black and carly, eyebrows joined together, 
and ‘yellow complexion, and long fingers 
like His mother.” Another, writing fifteen 
hundred yeors ago, representa Christ as a 
blonde. ‘‘His hair the color of wine and 

olden at the root; straight and without 
udtre, bnt from the level of the ears curl 
ing and gloasy, and divided down the cen- 
tro after the fashion of the Nazarenes; 
His forehead ia ¢ven and smooth, His face 
without blemiah, and enbanced by a tem- 
pered bloom; His countenance ingenious 
and kind. Nose and mouth are in no way 
faulty, His beard is fall, of the same 
ras His hair, aud torked in form; His 
eyes blue and extremely brilliant.” 

My opinion {e It was a Jewish face, His 
mothor was a Jawous, and there is no wo- 
manhood on earth more beantifal than 
Jewish womanhood. Alwa! that he lived 
a0 long before the Daguorrean and photo 
praphio artes were born, or we might have 

nown His exact features. I know that 
Sonlpture and Painting were born long be- 
fore Christ, aud they might: have trans. 
ferred from olden times to our times the 
forehead, the nostril, the eye, the lips of 
our Lord, Phidias, the sculptor, put awa 
hie chisel of enchantment five hundred 
years before Christ came. Why did not 
some one take ap that chisel, and give os 
the side face or full face of our Lord? 
Polygnotus, the painter, pat down nis 
encil four bundred years before Christ, 
Vy did not some one take It up and give us 
at loast the eye of onr Lord, the eye, that 
sovereign of the face? Dionysius, the lit- 
orary artist, who saw at Heliopolis, Egypt, 
the strange darkening of the heavens at the 
time of Christ's crucifixion near Jerusalem, 
and not knowing what it was, but desorib- 
ing it asa papaitae eclipse of the aun, and 


} ren, 


saying, “Either tho Deity suffers or sym- ; 


pathizes with some sufferer,” that Diony- 
sje might bave put his pen to the work, 
and drawn the portrait of our Lord. But 
nol the fine arts were busy perpetuating 
the form and appearance of the world’s 
fovorites only, and not the form and ap- 

oarande of the peasantry, among whom 
Jhrist appeared. 

Ib was not uutil the Aftesnth century, or 
until more than fonrteon hundred years 
after Christ, that talented paintera at- 
tempted by ponoil to give ua the idea of 
Chrlat's face, The pictures before that 
time wore so offensive that the Counoll at 
Constantinople forbade their exhibition, 
But Leonardo Da Vinol, in the fifteenth 
century, presented Christ's face on two 
oanvauses, yet the one was a repulsive face 
and the other an effeminate face. Raph- 
gel's fave of Christ is a weak face, Albert 
Daorer’s face of Christ was a savage face. 
Titian's face of Christ is an expressionloas 
face, Tho mightioet artists, either with

The electric tricycle is nocreature of the 
imagination, but an accomplished triamph 
of mechanism, The Carli electrical car- 


tonishes the simple Italian peasants 
who, open-moathed, ine the roadway. It 
is called after Coont Joseph Carli, who fe 
a depoty to the Italian Parliament, and it 
was constructed at his mill—for the ariato- 
cracy in these days is in business—at 
Castelnuovo. 

In the account of this new discov: 
made by a French savant, who watobed 
the machine, he says it le “‘actuated™ b: 
accumulators of the Verdi and it (4 
designed to run upon all kinds of roads 
The battery consists of ten elements, each 
having « capacity of 100 amperes-hour. 
The model employed weighs eleven poun: 
and contains five uplaiess and onder cond!- 
tions of normal harge the battery fur- 
nishes « ourrent of five amperes, equal to 
about a half ampere per pound The 
plates are arranged horizoutally {n a wood- 
en cage, held tu place by swall bars of 
ebonite, and are separated from each other 
by a fabric of parrafined jute, The 
whole is inclosed in « small ebonite box 
hermetically sealed. 

The entire vebicle when in ramning 
order weighs but 850 pounds. The motor 
actuates the hind wheels directly by gear- 
ing, and the battery is capable of running 
the apparatus for a four or five hours’ trip. 
In this respect, by the way, the electrical 
tricycle does not differ so much from the 
electric launch which Mr. Astor will use on 
the Hudson River thissummer. This boat 
he is acoustomed to tle up toa dock, and, 
hitching her to the nearest electrio-light 
wires, take on a load of electricity, which 
will drive her for many miles. ‘he same 
in time will doubtless be done with the 
electrical tricyole, and one of its beauties 
is the fact that the !*load” of electricity, 
no matter how big, does not weigh any- 
thing, so that it is no more difficult to litt 
the machine after all the electricity has 
been exhausted than when ithas aJoad on. 

From this it will be but a step to light 
ing the machine at night from the stored- 
up electricity, sounding the alarm bell, 
etc, The Carli electrical carriage is pro- 
vided with a lever to regulate the speed of 
the machine and the atrength of the cur- 
rent. On the beantifal stretches of as- 
phalt, which Mr, Astor sees in the future 
el the present ungainly streets and 
sidewalk, people riding machines of this 
kind could filt trom place to place with in- 
eredibl |, although what they would 
do with all the energy and time thas saved 
hos not yet been pointed out Horses are 
rarely to be seen in that year 2000, so that 
it is probable the application of electricity 
to coal carts and browers’ wagons will be a 
development of the Carli principle in the 
near future.

Chinese langaage proper 
Chinaman no more learns all ¢ 
ohar than the every day 
in this country learta the 100,000 words in 
the English language, The Chinaman, 
however, learns the average more 
than we in a similar position In life 
A Chinaman who can neither read nor 
write is rarity, according to the N 
York Evening Post, Chinese is uot a mono 
aylinbic Tanguage, as many auppose, and it 
ik Impossible to utter fu Chinese any bat the 
shortest senterices in mononyliables, In 
writing, the Chinaman makes one compli 
cated but integral character for exch word, 
but that word may be properly spoken in 
two, three or four syllables, Mix syllables 
are divided by né longer intervals than are 
his words, and that is what wakes the 
language kound to a foreigner like # sing 
yong jargon, We do not know whether he 
is telling o story or attempting a song; 
The Chinese perhaps thinks the same thing 
of an Amorican, who bites off hia words 
and swallows them, or teloscopes one oto 
the other, Business men thrown in oon- 
tact with Chinese merchants who «peak 
pure Chinese any that itis not difficult to 
learn. Instead of twenty-six letters, not 
including the useless &, the Chinese have 
500 or 600 ayllabe, and these are com 
bined into various forms to make the 60, 
000 words in their “dictionary.” Th 
syllables vary in moaning according to th 
tone in which they are spoken or the 
strokes used in writing them, 

A Chinaman can nnite any two of the 
600 syllables and make an intelligent 
word, ‘This ia not the case with the Eng- 
lish language, ‘Chis flexibility is perhaps 
owing to the shortness of their words (sel- 
dom mbre than threo syllables) and the 
tone or strokes belonging to the syllables 
when spoken or written, A syllable may 
mean ove of a hundrod things, and its par- 
tioulae meaning {# limited by placing 
auother ayllablo of siinilar significance be- 
fore or after it, using ite particular tone, 
oratroke when writing. Sometimon the 
syllables are uttered in such rapid succes: 
sion that they seomingly form one word, 


but the trained Ohiness oar notes the tones, ; 


and he is easily underatood—tho mar- 
veloug subtleties of accent convey- 
ing the expression to a nicety. | 
He dows not baye to state a pro- 
position, and then, iu order to make 
himself elear, restate it by the usual ‘or, 
in other words.”
